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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is a response to the election of species filed on 9/27/2004. 

Response to the Election of Species 

1 . Applicant's election of Species B, claims 4-7, 20 and 21 , in the reply filed 
on 9/27/2004 is acknowledged. 

2. Applicant indicates that applicant amends the claims and presents a 
generic claim 18, which is generic to claim 4. Examiner disagrees with applicant 
that claim 18 is a generic claim of Species A drawn to Fig. 1 , claims 1-3, 8-1 1 , 

1 5-17 and 19. The elected claims for Species B drawn to Fig. 3 are 4-7, 20 and 
21. 

3. Claims 1-3, 8-1 1 and 15-19 withdrawn from further consideration pursuant 
to 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no 
allowable generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction 
(election) requirement in the reply filed on 9/27/2004. 

Specification 

4. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is 
clearly indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The following title is suggested: -A METHOD OF MAKING A LOW 
LOSS, HIGH FREQUENCY COMPOSITE MAGNETIC MATERIAL-. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 20 and 21 recites the limitation "said ferrite" in line 1. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described 
as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to 
be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which 
said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

8. Claims 4 and 7 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Muraoka et al. (US PAT. 5,676,768) in view of Zoche et al. (US PAT. 
6,031,312). 

Muraoka et al. teach a process of making a magnetic element (magnetic 
head) comprising: making magnetic plates (8) as shown in Fig. 12; making thin 
insulating films (2) as shown in Fig. 1 1 ; depositing an adhesive (4) on both sides 
of the insulating films as shown in Fig. 12; making a stack by alternating layers of 
magnetic plates and insulating films as shown in Fig. 14; and applying pressure 
and heat to the stack (see also col. 7, lines 19-39). 

As per claim 7 the magnetic plates of Muraoka et al. are substantially 
curved surfaces. 
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However, Muraoka et al. fails to teach the magnetic plates with hysteresis 
loss. The magnetic plates of Muraoka et al. are made of amorphous magnetic 
material. Zoche et al. teach a method of making a cage rotor with laminating 
magnetic plates made of amorphous magnetic material in order to reduce the 
magnetic losses from eddy currents and hysteresis losses in the magnetic 
material. Therefore, it would have been obvious at the time the invention was 
made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to modify magnetic plates made 
of amorphous magnetic material of Muraoka et al. by amorphous magnetic 
material as taught by Zoche et al. in order to reduce the magnetic losses from 
eddy currents and hysteresis losses in the magnetic material. 

NOTE: Curve 

1 . A surface that deviates from planarity in a smooth, continuous fashion. 

2. Something characterized by such a line or surface. A relatively smooth bend in a road or other course. 

3. The intersection of two surfaces in three dimensions.^ 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 5 and 6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
